The president spoke with unusual 
frankness about the 
domestic 
and 
foreign policies of the nation.

main points were:

That the government is "thor-! 
oughly committed to a policy of per-' 
inanent 
inte rnational 
peace” 
and 
will co-operate as much aa possible 
w ith other powers to reach this goal.

In our celebration of Arm istice Day, 1920, let us not forget the Rreat army of 
Americans who. are still winning the war. 
In fifty-one hospitals under the supervision of the United States Veterans’ Bu­ 
reau there are twenty-tiva thousand five hundred and fifteen men lying on beds of 
suffering, som e of them invalided for life. In addition there 
are those in arrrty and navy hospitals, soldiers’ homes and 
private institutions. 
As these men lie helpless and depend­ 
ent, dragging out wretched days and interm inable nights o f 
dreadful agony, every thrust of pain is a reminder that for 
A 
them, at least, th* war is not yet over.

Since the Veterans' Bureau has been organized a total 
^ 
J 
of seven hundred and eight thousand, two hundred and 
ninety-four men have applied to the Bureau and received 
aid as a result of disabilities incurred in service.

under medical care, either in hospitals or out.

The war is still being won by thousands of widows who struggle bravely to pro­ 
vide a home and an education for little ones left fatherless by war’s desolation of 
poison gas and submarine torpedo. 
The war is still being won by youths whose education was interrupted, by 
honest business men who saw the savings of a lifetim e swept away, by war-shocked 
men who were never able to go back to the old jobs and have become derelicts and 
wanderers. 
The war is still being won by the nation with weakened moral resistance and 
shaken social standards. 
A people cannot loose all the ugly hatreds and passions 
of war for five whole years, allow ing them to range rampant without serious de­ 
vastation follow ing, and such loosened p a e o n s and lowered standards cannot be re­ 
paired in a day. 
Five years spent in acclim ating the people to war hysteria and unbridled fury 
and hate.cannot be forgotten by a night of quiet sleep. 
War sees a nation rise to 
its most sublim e heights of idealism and sink to its abysm al depths of depravity 
and sham elessness. 
We are still winning the war, paying taxes, rebuilding men, lifting loads and 
floundering for moral foundations. 
The war closed nine years ago but peace is still raging.

Massey is 39 and until last year 
was head of th e great Massey Harris 
Co. of Toronto, the largest m anufac­ 
tu re rs of agricultural Implements in 
the British empire.

England, where he had been a t t e n d ­ 
ing the Imperial conference.

married and has two sons.

In our celebration of Armistice Day. 1926, let us not forget the great army of 
Americans who. are still winning the war. 
In fifty-one hospitals under the supervision of the United States Veterans’ Bu­ 
reau there are twenty-five thousand five hundred and fifteen men lying on beds of 
suffering, some of them invalided for life. In addition there 
are those in arn\v and navy hospitals, soldiers’ homes and 
private institutions. As these men lie helpless and depend­ 
ant, dragging out wretched days and interminable nights of 
dreadful agony, fivery thrust of pain is a reminder that for 
them, at least, thfe war is not yet over. 
Since the Veterans’ Bureau has been organized a total 
of seven hundred and eight thousand, two hundred and 
ninety-four men have applied to the Bureau and received 
aid as a result of disabilities incurred in service.

The war is still being won by youths whose education was interrupted, by 
honest business men who saw the savings of a lifetime swept away, by war-shocked 
men who were never able to go back to the old jobs and have become derelicts and 
wanderers. 
The w ar is still being won by the nation with weakened moral resistance and 
shaken social standards. 
A people cannot loose all the ugly hatreds and passions 
of war for five whole years, allowing them to range rampant without serious de­ 
vastation following, and such loosened passions and lowered standards cannot be re­ 
paired in a day.

THE time radius of the Minnesota playground is broadening. 
The flow of pleasure, outing and sports traffic through the Minne­ 
apolis gateway for Octolter it greater than that of October, 1926. 
One of the indices is the registration for the month at the infor­ 
mation bureau of the Minneapolis Civic & Commem* association 
for that month, which was 22 per cent in excess of the registra­ 
tion for the same month last year, when there was .still a consid­ 
erable special rush of travelers to f lorida, induced by the hope 
of quickly-made fortunes in that state. 
The Florida get-rich-quick lure is missing this year, but in 
spite of that fact motor car traffic of tourists through Minneap­ 
olis increased nearly a fourth. Thirty-three of the 48 states were 
represented in this October movement. 
Resort operators of Minnesota have taken business cognizance 
of this traffic. More of them than ever before kept open during 
October to accommodate the wayfarers. 
The glorious vista of 
the autumn woods was thus enjoyed by a large number of trav­ 
eling visitors in comfort. 
Seasoned hunters are used to rough­ 
ing it, and they managed to be content under any and all circum­ 
stances, but even they found satisfaction in the expanded accom­ 
modations available to them for their eating and sleeping hours. 
The good roads of Minnesota have an increasingly strong 
“putt* for tourists from other states. 
They are a great help in 
Che extension of the pleasure travel season. 
In view of all this 
the Minneapolitan, weekly bulletin of the Civic & Commerce asso­ 
ciation, is correct in saying that “Minnesota is becoming some­ 
what more than a summer playground—it is becoming an all­ 
year-round recreational center.” 
Minnesotans are making bigger use of the fall and winter 
pleasures which their state now affords them. 
It would Ik* inter­ 
esting to know how many families from the city will spend 
Thanksgiving and even Christmas in the habitations owned by 
them in the north Woods. 'I he habit of going northward to spend 
these festal days is growing, and good roads have a lot to do with 
it. 
More and* more of the so-called summer homes are being 
equipped fot whiter comfort. Travel to and from them is not the 
venturesome event it was when closed cars and heated ears were 
comparatively few. 
In this connection it is interesting to note 
that the state highway department expects to exceed its past ef­ 
forts in keeping the roads open in the snowy months.—Minne- 
apolis Tribune.

A SERIES of unpleasant incidents has occurred on Queen 
Marie’s transcontinental journey which does those responsible 
J or it little credit. 
Whatever may be her reasons for visiting1 the 
United States at this time, Queen Marie and her son and daugh­ 
ter are guests of the American people; and courtesy demands 
that they he protected from the gaucheries of self-seeking indi­ 
viduals. 
Americans have been twitted abroad with being unduly 
adulatory of royal visitors. They have now been placed in a posi­ 
tion where it is difficult to refute the charge that salesmanship 
goes hand in hand with hospitality in this country. 
Apparently there are certain interests in the United States 
which look upon distinguished visitors solely as means of in c re a s­ 
ing sales or box-office receipts. They make no distinction of per­ 
son or position. 
All are grist for their mill, whether prince or 
peasant, as long as they can he capitalized. 
This is not the first 
time a royal visitor has been “turned to good purpose” by these 
interests; but heretofore it has been done without offense to the 
visitor. 
A handful of Americans should not disgrace their country­ 
men for a tew dollars or for that social eclat which comes from 
standing a moment within the penumbra of a royal smile, when 
to do so creates the suspicion that even hospitality in the United 
States has a monetary motive.— St. Paul Pioneer Press.

If the game fails in New York and 
th e big eastern points, the dreams 
of its promoters for

recognition th a t has been granted to 
big league baseball, will fade. 
It will have to go Imck to the pro­ 
vincial class where It.

and 
where it may always 
flourish 
be­ 
cause its patronage has been e d u ­ 
cated to it. 
The fault— or the ultimate 
col­ 
lapse if it comes to that 
-will bo 
not th a t of the game but the errors 
made by th e promoters. 
When the officials of the National 
League, which had prospered 
and 
established itself in the middle west­ 
ern states and in parts of Pennsyl­ 
vania, announced th a t tile eastern 
zone would be added to the circuit, 
they were greeted with tile discour­ 
agement th a t pioneers in any line 
usually face. 
“ It c a n ’t be done,” they were told.
